By theſe means, 
and the fruits of his own induſtry, he 
never wanted a variety of theſe: vic- 
tims, who were ſeduced to this houſe, 
and there dreſſed in all the gaudy 
pomp that can dazzle the weak minds 
of ſuch innocents. | 


And for the preparing of theſe un- 
fortunates for his embraces, a like 
number of infernal matrons conſtantly, . 
attended in his houſe, who gave them 13 
ſuch inſtructions and pious documents, 1 1 
that his Lordſhip had no more trouble 
than he deſired in the accompliſhment; 

of his unbounded wiſhes; nor was it 
uncommon with him, in ane night, to 


3 | debauch 
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debauch two or three of theſe deluded 
wretches, who, from the treatment 
they at firſt received on their initia- 
tion, fine cloaths, delicacies, and the 
pleaſures with which they were intoxi- 
cated, imagined they were landed in 
paradiſe. 


Their pleaſures were, however, of a 
very ſhort duration ; for his Lordſhip 
very ſeldom viſited any of them a 
fecond night, unleſs it were an un- 
common beauty indeed, and then the 
continuance of a week was an amazing 
proof of his conſtancy : ſuch of them 
however, as were afraid or aſhamed: 
to return to their friends or parents, 
he ſent to a Seraglio, which he kept, 
for that purpoſe, on the borders of 
the beautiful lake above mentioned.

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To others of them he gave con- 
ſiderable fums of money, ſo much at 


leaſt as generally contented them for 


what they had loſt ; and many he had 
married to his ſervants and tenants, 
to whom he generally gave two or 
three hundred pounds as a portion, 
which, with his former knowledge of 
the bride, was an ample fortune.

was the ſmalleſt neceſſary or conve- 
nience wanting to any of them. This 
is mentioned in common Juſtice to 
his. Lordſhip; for though he con- 
ſtantly viſited and inſpected into the þ 
management of this Seraglio, when in 
the country, he was' ſeldom or never 
known to treſpaſs on the ſanctity of 
the place, or any of it's inhabitants, 

after they had once taken up their 
reſidence there. 


Wat then, will the reader ſay, 
could induce him to keep up ſuch 
nan expenſive eſtabliſhment ? It was 
| rally and truly for the accommo- 

| dation 
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dation of his friends. His Lord- 
ſhip ſpent the greateit part of the year 
in the country, and, beſides a number 
of gentlemen that occaſionally viſited 
at his houſe, he gave a public hunr 
once every month, and ſometimes 
once every week in the ſeaſon. His 
general rule was to invite every gen- 
tleman that hunted to dine with him, 
and conſequently to ſleep at his houſe; 


and as to thoſe that he was more in- 


timately acquainted with, or choſe to 
compliment, he generally aſked them 
if they choſe a bedfellow, which being 
uſually anſwered in the affirmative, a 
ſervant was ordered to attend his gueſt 
to the Seraglio, where he might chuſe 
for himſelf ; and when he had made 
his option, he returned to his Lord- 


ſhip, and the object of his choice was 
immediately 
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immediately . conveyed to his Lord- 
ſhip's houſe; and when the gentleman 
retired, he found the Lady of his 
inſtead of impatiently expecting, his 
arrival : and according to his Lord- 
ſhip's particular eſteem, or as a diſtin- 
guiſhed mark of reſpect, every gentle- 
man had a right of precedency in 
this viſit to the Seraglio. 

In further vindication of his Lord- 
ſhip's character, it will here be alſo 
neceſſary to obſerve, that none of 
thoſe ladies durſt, upon any account

her into keeping, which if the lady 
reliſhed, his Lordſhip always con-

out of the books of the convent, 
and fent to fuch quarters as her 
lover thought proper. 


As to the conſequences of thoſe 
nocturnal embraces, his Lordſhip, 
as has been obſerved, employed every 
needful aſſiſtance; and the number 
of children, annually produced from 
this intercourſe, were carefully ſent 
to proper nurſes, and maintained at 
his Lordſhip's expence, to the great 
benefit of the community, and the 
increaſe of his Majeſty's ſubjects.

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Otwithſtanding my Lord ſuf- 

fered much pain for ſeveral 
days we were at ſea, he uſed every 
* means in his power to comfort 


and entertain me; and my anxiety 
-« for his health engaged my atten- 


« tion ſo much, that I did not then 
« feel thoſe ſevere reflections, which 
« have ſince tortured me, for being 
the cauſe of ſo much diſtraction 
« as I knew my unhappy conduct 
hack occaſioned, and the inexpreſ- 
« ſible grief it would give to my 
parents and huſband. In ſhort, I 


Was fo entirely devoted to this 


« bewitching Lord, ' that I bore all 


« thoſe dreadful calamities with a 
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© refſylution and reſignation, that 
« both ſurprized and charmed him, 
« and which he returned with the 
© utmoſt tenderneſs, love and re- 
“ ſpect; and after a very agreeable - 
« voyage we arrived ſafe at Genoa, 
out of fear and apprehenſion. 


« We ſtaid at Genoa but a few 
10 days, until my Lord's wound was 
“ tolerably well, and to purchaſe 
* ſome neceſſaries both for myſelf 
* and my woman, as we had not, 
during the paſſage, a ſingle change 
4 of either cloaths or linen nor 
„ had my Lord any, but as he bor- 
« rowed a ſhirt from the Captain, 
«© who behaved to us with all poſ-

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capable. Lord K———— was 
here alſo under further obligations 
to Captain Wilfon, for he had no 
money, nor had he any letters 
of credit on Genoa; but as ſoon 
as the Captain made known who 
he . was, ſeveral gentlemen and 
merchants offered to advance what- 
ever ſum his Lordſhip wanted.

break in the morning, it was quite 
dark before we got to the bottom 


on the other ſide of this one 


mountain, in croſſing which I 


thought I ſhould hs been froze 


to death; nor ſhould I have been 


able to ſtand it, if we had not 
ſtopt on the very ſummit of the 
mountain, on which there is a 
plain 
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plain of ſome miles over, and a 
« yery large lake filled with the 
* fineſt trout in the world. Here 
there is a wretched cottage, where 
« perſons of all ranks and degrees, 
„ who travel this way, are obliged 
to ſtop for ſome refreſhment, and 
« jt is the only place that any can be 
had during a whole day's ſevere 
* Journey. | 


« My Lord aſſured me, that when 
< he paſſed this place in the ſummer 
before, he was highly delighted 
< on this plain; that he had fiſhed 
„ upon the lake, and never beheld 
4 a more delightful proſpect: but 
it was now all over covered with 
« ſnow many yards deep, and froze 
« fo hard, that the mules travelled

«© Three whole days we travelled 
through theſe mountains, with 
*« wretched accommodations of every 
« ſort, although there were two 
« couriers went poſt conſtantly be-

K « horſes, 
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« horſes. We at laſt arrived at 
Pont Beauvoiſin, the frontier town 
« of France; which, by a ſmall 
bridge, divides that kingdom from 
the dominions of Savoy. And 
« the fourth night we got into 
Lyons, to my great comfort and 
« ſatisfaction. | 


We remained at Lyons for 
* ſeveral days, waiting for my 
Lord's retinue and baggage, which

to ſupport himſelf, a wife and eight 
children, The poor fellow, well 
knowing his inability, contrived to 
make his eſcape. He flew to his 
regiment, which received and pro- 
tected him. The Sheriff of the 
county made application to the Duke 
of Bedford (our then Lord Lieu- 
tenant) to order the officers. to give 
the Quarter-maſter up; but upon 
the 
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the worthy man, who was Licute- 
nant Colonel of the regiment at that 
time, hearing of the requeſt made to 
his Grace, he immediately went and 
begged for mercy, which the Duke 
very humanely granted, The poor 
man remained quiet for ſome time ; 
but when the mighty H=——— came, 
he ordered him to be given up to 
the rage of his creditor. Happy had 
it been for ſome in England had 
his Lordſhip met the fame fate. 
The Colonel, with his uſual good - 
nature, interfered again, and told the 


whole affair truly as it was, and. 
earneſtly begged for a certain time 
for the payment of the money; but 
no [favour could be obtained. His 
Lordſhip had been. apply'd to by a 


member 
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member of parliament, and the al- 
fair muſt be done. 


The Colonel then ordered the man 
to town, and entertained him in his 
own houſe for at leaſt ſ months, 
during which time his Lorſhip pro- 
miſed he would make ſome proviſion 
for him, provided his commands 
were complied with; nay even 
pledged his word and honour for it. 
The Colonel, who had no ides of 
any man forfeiting either, was happy.

the diſtreſſed) and had been both 
at his Locdſhip's town and country 
houſe, yet could he never get a 
ſight of him except in the ſtreet.
